son has decided to lift the 'embargo 
on exportation of arms to Mexico. A 
nroclamation under the authority of 
the congressional resolution of 1912 
•which will restore the status of the 
arms question to where both Huerta 
forces and constitutionalists may im- 
port arms from the United 
States 


soon will be issued from the White 
ilouse. Discretionary Powers. 
There is every reason to believe 


that under the authority of the joint 
resolution of March 14, 1912,. Presi- 
dent Wilson will continue to exercise 
discretionary powers in. issuing per- 
mits for the exportation of arms so 
that they may not fall into the hands 
of irresponsible persons. 
So far as 


Dossible only the military chiefs on 
both sides in the Mexican revolt will 
obtain munitions ' of war, though, ex- 
actly how that will ;be done has not 
vet 'been worked out. 
Need Big Guns. 


Officials here who have been, in con 
slant touch with the Mexican cam- 
naigns say the constitutionalists have 
been at a great disadvantage because 
of the superior artillery of the Huerta 
•irmy From France and other Euro- 
pean countries the Huerta government 
is said to have been importing 80 mili- 
riieter canon of powerful type tor the 
defense of the large cities through the 
open sports of the Atlantic and Paciflc 
still under their control. 
No Field Artillery.

enabled to get large supplies from 
abroad while the 
constitutionalists,

arms and ammunition practically only 
by smuggling. 
Taft's Proclamation. 
President Ta'ft issued the proclama- 
tion which barred the exportation of 
arms on March U, 1912. He did that 
under the authority of the joint con- 
gressional resolution which 
empow- 
esed the president of the Uniter States 
to take such 
action 
whenever 
he 


should, find that "in any American 
country conditions of domestic vio- 
lence exist which are promoted by the 
use of arms and munitions of war pro- 
cured from the United States. 
Mr Talt's proclamation prohibiting 


the export was in part as follows: • 
"I have found that there exists in 
Mexico such conditions of <3.omeb..ic 
violence promoted by the use of arms 
and munitions of war procured trom 
the United States as contemplated by 
the said joint resolution and I hereby 
admonish all citizens of the United 
States and every person to abstain 
from every violation of the provisions 
of the joint resolution above set tortn 
hereby made applicable t Mexico. 
Wise Move. 
Senator Hitchcock, one of the dem- 
ocrats o£ the foreign relations com- 
mittee, when informed of tlie presi- 
dent's decision today said: 
• "I think that lifting the embargo is 
the wisest thing to do. There is no 
question but what the embargo has 
been operating unfairly. Some mem- 
bers o£ the committee have been of 
the opinion that this course would be 
the better part of wisdom. They be- 
lieve it will hasten an end to the Mex- 
ican, conflict and lead 
sooner than 
otherwise 
to the 
establishment ot 
peace 
Of course the time has not 
vet come for this government to rec- 
ognize the constitutionalists as bellg- 


er!enSator Borah.of Idaho, who as far 
back as last August urged that the 
embargo be lifted, said that many ot 
the members of the foreign .relations 
committee had come to that same con- 
clusion since that time. ' 
"I believe that to raise the embargo 
is the only thing to.do. I believe it 
will bring peace in Mexico, much. soon- 
er than it could otherwise be done.

POWER OF RAILROAD 


COMMISSION UPHELD 


BY SUPREME COURT 


Decision Against Northwestern Com- 


pany Vitally Strengthens Posi- 


tion of Commission. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 3—By affirming 
the decision of the lower court in the 
case of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Company plaintiff and appel- 
lant against the railroad commission 
of Wisconsin, defendant and respond- 
ent, the Wisconsin supreme court sus- 
taned and strengthened in a vital 
way the powers and authority of the 
rate commission. 


Questions at Issue. 
Does the Wisconsin railroad com- 
mission law require that rate orders 
made by the commission be based on 
evidence produced at the hearing, or 
may the commission make an investi- 
gation on its own account and ren- 
der its decision upon such outside in- 
quiry? This question put to the su- 
preme court in this appeal Was re- 
garded as one of the most vital to 
the life of the commission law. 
The commission ordered the North- 
western road to reduce its rates" on 
ice from Silver. Springs to Milwaukee 
in an altion brought by the Wiscon- 
sin Lakes Ice & Cartage Company. 
An application for a rehearing was 
denied by the commssion. The com- 
pany, appealing to the supreme court, 
challenged the .validity of the order, 
declaring it is contrary to law, prin- 
cipally 
because 
the 
findings were 
not based upon evidence introduced 
m the <;ase. It contended' that if the 
legislative act does attempt to clothe 
the commission with authority to fix 
rates of carriers upon extraneous evi- 
dence, or ex parte investigations con- 
ducted by itself, the act itself is un- 
constitutional as denying the carriers 
the guarantees of due process and 
equal protection of law. 
The com- 
pany's attorneys paid tribute to the 
'sincerity of purpose 
and spirit of 
fairness" of the Wisconsin commis- 
sion, but directed its criticism to the 
system. 


Aid From Other Lines. 
The Soo and the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul companies also filed 
briefs in support of the Northwest- 
era's appeal, saying in part: "It is 
evident that a tribunal which is at 
iberty to controvert 
evidence pro- 
duced by the parties by its own se- 
cret investigation is not one bound 
to give effect to what has been es- 
ablished.'" 
The state argued that there was 
evidence upon the hearing ample to 
pport of the coumssion's decsion,

other evidence, and that the railroad 
commission law does not require or 
contemplate that the commission shall 
confine itself to consideration of the 
evidence upon the hearing.

VITAL TO WORKMEN 


Over Three Hundred Thousand Men 


Out of Work In Ne'w York 


City—Hope For 


Relief.

New York, Feb. 3.—Statistics gath- 
ered by the employment bureau of 
he society for improving the con- 
dition of the poor showing that 331,000 
men in New York City are out of 
vork, furnished an interesting study 
oday for employers and social econo- 
mists. As a result of a canvass of 
manufacturers, contractors and mer- 
ihants, the bureau reported that pres- 
snt conditions were the worst since 
he winter of 1907 and 1908. 
"Most of the employers feel, .how- 
ever," says the report, "that some 
relief is in sight and that a very few 
months will see the return of normal 
jusiness conditions." 
Of the total unemployed 140,000 are 
unskilled laborers. The building trades 
ome next with 70,000. Then follows 
ongshotemen, 18,000; cloak and suit 
makers, 18,000; waiters, 6,500;. tailors, 
and pressers, 5,000; clerks, bookkeep- 
ers and accountants, 5,000; median- 
cs, 4,500; boatmen, bargemen and sail- 
irs, 4,200; barbers, 
3,800; 
drivers, 
3,000; engineers and firemen, 3,000, 
and other trades in smaller propor- 
lon.

One-of the most conspicuous things 
that will be gained by a settlement of 
"The Roman Question" will be the 
ending of the self-imposed imprison- 
ment of the pontiffs. For forty years, 
no pope has ever been known to leave 
the walls of the Vatican. . With the 
Dnat fall of Rome into tha hands of 
:he new kingdom of Italy, Pope Pius 
CX, the then reigning pontiff, shut 
himself 
up in the Vatican. He de- 
clared himself a prisoner there at the 
hands of the Italians whom he said 
robbed 
him of his temporal power 
and of his means for protecting Ms 
person should he ever issue forth. 
Pope Leo XIII, - his immediate suc- 
cessor, continued this tradition. . He 
went even farther in devoting practi- 
cally his entire pontificate to the fur-

Pope Pius, it now appears, has for 
en years merely been awaitng the 
opportune moment, and preparing the 
church in the meantime, for the 
change in policy which he is believed 
o have always considered inevitable. 
The 
• moment which he has finally 
chosen for announcing a change in 
attitude on the part of the Vatican has 
riot been without a certain dramatical- 
y-historic . background. At th'e na- 
ional congress of Catholics held at 
Milan in honor of the close of the 
Constantino year, Archbishop Rossi 
of Udine, a close personal friend of 
'ope Pius, in the opening address to 
he cpngress, made knowii the future 
attitude of the Vatican. He announced 
hat society is now organized on such 
a_basia_^that aruindependent political 
state such as had been conferred on 
he popes by Constantino was no 
onger necessary in order to insure 
.he spiritual independence of 
the 
pope. This independence- he admitted 
could now be secured by other means 
vhich would be just as • effective. As 
one of the possible ways of establish- 
ng the future spiritual independence 
of the popes, Monsignor Rossie sug- 
gested , that the Italian law of Papal 
Juarantees, which Italy passed at the 
:ime it appropriated .Rome from the 
>opes, be guaranteed by a number of 
'.he leading powers. This 
law of 
Papal Guarantees the Vatican has 
never accepted although Italy has 
ived constantly up to its part. It 
guarantees the pope not only absolute 
spiritual independence but also abso- 
ute political independence within the 
vails of the Vatican and within an- 
>ther small portion of territory where 
he former summer home of the popes 
s located. Under the law the pope 
las a right to receive and send am- 
mssadors to other powers, to maintain 
lis own troops, and to be absolutely 
mmune from the laws of Italy. No 
talian official, 
not even the census 
aker, can enter the Vatican. The per- 
,on of the pope is also held invioable 
and any attempts against his life or 
dignity are punishable as similar at- 
empts against the King. 
Although the Vatican in the past 
las never accepted this law of Papal 
Guarantees it now admits that it 
vould do so if its enforcement were 
guaranteed by a number of the pow- 
ers.. Although the law is declared to 
>e'.a part of the fundamental law of 
taly, the same as the constitution, the 
Vatican insists that some future par- 
iament might repeal it. It also pro- 
esses to fear that Italy may some 
day become a republic and thus the 
aw be. set aside. The Vatican's sug- 
gestion however, that the law now be 
nternationalized has been 
received 
with anything but good grace by the 
Ttalians. They insist they have en- 
lorced this law that it has demon- 
strated itself effective in insuring the 
spiritual and political independence of 
he pope, and they do not care to have 
;heir national dignity 
affronted 
by 
asking foreign powers to insure its 
enforcement. Incidentally none 
of 
ie foreign powers have taken kindly 
to the suggestion.

REFORMERS MUTILATE 


Superficial Investigations Are Curse 


of America Asserts Speaker at 


the Commercial Club 


Banquet. 


Dr. William J. H. Boetcker of To- 
ledo, Ohio, 'speaker of the evening at 
the annual -meeting of the 
Janes- 
ville Commercial 
club at the Myers 
hotel Monday night, hit at the root 
of some of the vital problems of mod- 
ern life and industry in-an-address 
which teemed with keen insight and 
forceful epigram flavored with abund- 
ant and witty anecdotes. Above all 
else he pleaded for the inauguration 
of an era of construction as opposed 
to the prevailing tendency of destruc- 
tion. 
He criticised the superficial reform- 
ers of the present day who turn so- 
ciety and . industry upside down tor 
their own selfish advancement, seems 
only the surface conditions and fail- 
ing to penetrate 
to the underlying 
causes; he distinguished between the 
successful" man. whose success was 
measured by his wealth of worldly 
goods and the one whose success is 
indicated by his ability to secure hap- 
piness through service: 
and finally 
he pointed to some of the solutions of 
modern problems for the legal, con- 
sumer's, laboring man's and employ- 
er's standpoints. 
Employers Misunderstood. 
His remarks as to the employer's 
side of the case were heard with deep 
appreciation and keen interest by the 
men present. "I believe that the em- 
ployer of today is. one of the 
most 
abused of men," said the speaker. "It 
must be understood in the first place 
that +v" employer is not the capital- 
ist, but it is his function to borrow 
capital and make it productive along 
certain lines, bringing it in contact 
with labor for the obtaining of the 
best results. Eighty percent of th-e 
employers started as employes and 
96 percent of the employers are not 
capitalists. 
The employer worries 
the most, works the longest, gets all 
the blame for failures,- and in place 
of credit, abuse is heaped unon him 
"The employer is the man on' th 
inside, handling capital on the 
on 
hand so that it may have a safe i 
vestment, and labor on the other, i 
order that it may be productive; an 
that the workingmen may live; an 
prosper. The employer sweats flpo 
to maintain the stability of capitf 
and the dignity of labor, and 
sti 
there are those who are ready to h 
him' on the head when he is so bu 
ily engaged with these two great pr 
ductive forces of industry that he 'ha 
not the time or the chance to protec 
himselt. Labor's Best Friend. 
"If this sort of thing continues, th 
day.-will come when the employe 
can't stand it any longer and cap 
tal will return to its vaults valueles 
and labor will return to the stree 
unproductive. 
The employer is th 
most misunderstood of men and -it 
partly his own fault for he has forgo 
ten, in the press of solving his urgen 
problems, that he must create a po 
ular sentiment.; 
he has been to 
busy employing and working in orde 
that the results of capital and labo 
combined 
and 
co-related, 
may 
b 
achieved. The American people/ ho\ 
ever, are fair and I believe' they wl 
give you a fair deal. But as the jur 
they must be appraised of the far 
and when they understand the cond 
tions, then their verdict will be 
square deal to all. 
"The best assets of the employe 
are men and women, clean and pur 
homes. It is a safe investment fo 
the business man to improve humai 
ity. 
He must forget that there ar 
three objects of education—the han 
the brain and the heart. Vast sum 
are spent in the schools for the teac 
ing of industrial pursuits, intellec 
have been trained, but the heart La 
been neglected. 
And so 
you 
fin 
that labor and its employer are e 
traneed; men's hearts have been poi 
oned and that poison has been sprea 
by asitators who 
are 
self-seekin 
The workingman must learn that h; 
employer is not his enemy, but h: 
friend. Need Constructive Work. 
It is time now to start an era t 
construction. Never mind men's mi; 
takes: it's a matter of building u 
everything that's down and not tea 
ing down everything that's up. Tn 
real solution must come from the in 
side for it's always easier to reac 
the outside from the inside.' 
Anent the present day reforms an 
incessant agitations in the realm 
politics, 
economics, 
sociology an 
every ottrer line of endeavor an 
achievement which now boasts of it 
problem, the speaker had but on 
pertinent criticism: seek the caus 
and not the case: apply the rule o 
approximate causes; get on the in 
side and learn the true situation: thei 
work out your remedies accordingly 
The problems which are so wida'l 
discussed he likened to a 
disea? 
which, in order to be treated, must b 
diagnosed correctly before the med 
cine which will cure can be success 
fully applied. It is a matter of flx 
ing the machinerv of the clock, nn< 
not fooling with the pendulum. 
"We are blest and cursed with to< 
many reforms," declared Dr. Boetcker 
We have had our white slavery in 
vestigations which have given out a 
their solution o£ this great evil the 
raisin-s oE the pay of working girls $_ 
a week, a gross insult to the woman 
hood of America, to indirectly implj 
that the price of a woman's virtue is 
J2. Look out for the men who create 
a demand for their medicine by firs 
making you sick. IE you would '-e 
move the scourge of white slavery sjc 
out and appeal directly to the men ol 
America and inspire in them a true 
sense of chivalry inherent in them al 
so that they will fight to protect the 
honor and virtue of 'their wives, their 
mothers, their sisters and of all worn 
en as they would those who are dear 
to them. 


Talk of Square Deal. 
"We talk of the square deal, and we 
find that there are four sides: 
the 
legal, the consumer's, laborer's anc 
the employer's. For the legal, it may 
be said that there are those who 
would correct every evil by means of 
law. They would shorten the hours cf 
labor for women in order to improve 
the condition of women. But it's not 
what they do when at work, but what 
they do when they don't work, that 
does the mischief. 
"We are hearing today that the 
mothers' pension laws are 
failures 
and that they are boomerangs. Why 
is it. Because such laws tend to make 
pien and women weak, instilling into 
ihem the idea that the world owes 
them a living. What we need to do 
is to make them strong to carrv their 
own burdens, give them 
backbone. 
The more you do for men the l^ss 
you can do with them. 
, 
"On the consumer's side you have 
the high cost of living. Ana what IsJ 
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this real problem on the JnsldeT 
11 
is the problem not of high living, but 
of wrong living. 
The cost of wron; 
living in America 
is thirty bi: 
lions of dollars a year. JEnough, is 
being wasted in two years in thia 
country to solve every economic prob- 
lem and provide every man with a 
home of his own. We spend from nix 
to ten billions , on theatres; • amuse- 
ments and motion picture shows, 
do not wish to argue- against amuse- 
ments, for they are all right in their 
place: what I would say is that it 1= 
not the problem of the empty stom- 
achs and the empty pocketbooks, but 
of the empty .brains and the empty 
hearts. 
The Side of Labor.

IGNORANT OR HUMORIST. 


Considerable interest has been dis- 


played throughout the country in the 
proposed plan of Postmaster General 
Burleson for the government owner- 
ship of all telephone and telegraph 
services in the United States. 'There 
is considerable difference of opinion 
on the subject and much criticism of 
the proposed plan. However, the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean takes the matter up 
in a different light and asks, "Is Mr. 
Burleson ignorant or a humorist?" 
And then goes on to make good its 
assertion with the following passage 
from his address to congress on the 
subject. 


"According to the best available 


data the capitalization of the entire 
commercial network is approximately 
$900,000.000. The cost to the govern- 
ment would be less than the appraised 
value, since it would be undesirable 
to purchase the real estate holdings 
of the companies. 


"The 'real estate holdings' include, 


of course, the exchange buildings now 
in use and possibly their equipment 
as well, since to remove this and in- 
stall it elsewhere would be almost the 
same as wrecking it and buying new 
equipment- 
And the cost of these 


buildings and their equipment aggre- 
gates many millions of dollars. For 
instance, the equipment alone of one 
'branch' exchange of the Chicago com- 
pany cost nearly $2,000,000.

lowing Strike Trouble.

The waiters as- 
serted tha.t the ..reduction meant an 
undue amount of work by those who 
remained, and also that they ought 
to have some 'voice in making any 
changes that affect 
their interests 
Upon their threat to strike, the au- 
thorities effected an armistice until 
the executive board of regents could' 
consider it 
Saturday. 
Its 
decision, 
transmitter to the officers of the Wis- 
consin Student Waiters' Union, C. H 
Gates president and Louis H. Bloch 
secretary, was that the policy would 
remain as in the past and the manage- 
ment would be vested" in Business 
Manager Bumpus. 
President Getts submitted the fol- 
lowing reply Saturday: 
"The reply of the executive board 
should need no further interpretation. 
We have made plain our position, and 
our intentions in this affair. ,The re- 
sponsibility now devolves upon Dr.

PROPER INFORMATION 
NECESSARY ON SEEDS 


So .Declares Prof. A. L. Stone, Before 


Farmer's Course Today—Meas- 


ure is Stringent. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. .3. .—., Dealers 
whose seeds are not .labeled with the 
information required, by law' will be 
required to do so at'once, or be prose- 
cuted. 
A declaration to this effect 
was made before the farmers' course 
today by Prof L A. L. Stone, state seed 
inspector, who spoke on the work of 
his office. The law requires .seeds to 
be labeled with the name of the deal- 
er, the name and kind of seed, and the 
purity.and germination test, and if it 
is alfalfa corn, !or small .grains it 
must also tell where the seed was 
grown. The object, in part, is to pro- 
tect the honest dealer, and prevent 
life sale of seeds of poor quality, for 
high prices,1 -'Hinder such names as 
'•Prime," "Fancy," "Choice," "Al," etc. 
Under the,-,law,. .he explained any 
farmer in this s~tate"-who can not buy 
seed of his dealer which is not prop- 
erly labeled .'Should demand that it 
be labeled according to'law before-he 
purchases and in case of the dealer's 
refusal should report it to the seed in- 
spector. The farmer who sells seeds 
of any. kind to his. neighbors for seed- 
ing purposes must have it labeled as 
any other dealer-would do. 
.. . 
"Seed that germinates only 90 per 
cent and is but 95 per cent pure will 
produce, only 85 per cent of a crop," 
said Prof. Stone, "and no farmer.'.can 
afford to lose 15 per cent of his corn." 
In an address this afternoon, Prof. 
Alfred .Vivian of Ohio State univer- 
sity, "formerly of the Wisconsin col- 
ege, stated that the total fertilizing 
value of barnyard' fertilizer produced 
annually in Wisconsin is over $86,000,- 
000, and as it is now handled at least 
$40,000,000 of this value is lost. He 
said, that phosphorus is needed as-a 
reinforcement, .and he cited,-figures to 
prove the large increased value of the 
crops from such treatment of the 'soil.

"Spraying" said that scores o? experi- 
ments and demonstrations have shown 
that it is easily possible by spraying 
a few- trees in the middle of a badly 
infected ...orchard- to get fruit 90 per 
cent or more free from insect and fun- 
gous, blemishes.

of this country dream at night of the 
day when they will march 
proudly 
up Pennsylvania Avenue to tire Capi-

over the same street between chesr- 
ing thousands to the White House. 
Pennsylvania Avenue is not 
the 
longest street in the world, but

den in July. 
It connects the Capitol 
with the White House

The famous part of PennsylyarJ 
Avenue begins with magnificence a 
the Capitol and loops the loop from 
splendor to decay many times before 
it reaches the "White House.

houses.
